To avold the limelight of living 
in an hotel, he stayed at the Chin- 
eso Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation dormitory in Bridges-street. 

He failed to resist the lure of 
Macac. In a few days, he lost 
the greater part of what he had 
—and the fantan saloons made 
a small fortune. 

Although luck ‘was against 
him, Yeo came back to Hong 
Kong ‘in spite of the fact ‘that a 
reward of 20,000 ticals (about 
$6,500), issued by the Govern- 
ment of Siam, was offered for his 
arreat, 

Finding nothing to, do, he went 
to Canton. ‘At no time conspicu- 
jous up there, he yet came under 
the attention of the City police. It 


-lis difficult to say that he was 


directly suspected, if at. all; much 
more so what the grounds of sua- 
picion were, if any. In any event, 
he cledred out after having been 
there for: not more than a few 
months, 


Representations were. made to 
the Hong Kong Police about the 
big Bangkok reward. For some 
unknown reason—which can only 
be slackness or lack of cohesion 
between the respective authorities 
concerned, or in the absence of a 
consular requisition based on an 
extradition warrant—nothing was 
done. 


As a Clerk in Jardine’s 


Yeo steered clear of trouble, 
The time had now come when he 
had to seek work. Funds had 
ebbed out. 

Confusion exists between that 
perfod-and Sept. 1926 when he 
obtained employment In the Trea- 
sury. In one quarter it was 
thought that he“visited Amoy (in 
Fukien province) and Tientsin (in 
North China). It has also been 
rumoured that he might have been 
mixed up in the notorious Singa- 
pore share swindle of a few years. 
ago. ‘But all this conjecture fs 
wrong. 

Yeo was next heard of ag a clerk 
in the Import Department of 
Mesars, Jardine, Matheson & Co., 
Ltd., Hong Kong, in which capacity 
he worked for some time. 


Became “flush” 


Nothing of note happened and I 
am told by a man who had tiffin 
together with, him regularly 
that he was uncommunicative and 
bore the appearance of being a 
steady worker. 

His salary, when he left Messrs. 
‘Jardine’s, was more than that at 
the Treasury? 

At this stage it will not be out 
of place to mention the testi- 
monials which he had at one time, 


.Jand about. the authenticity of 


which doubts have been aa aaa! 
but not substantiated. 

While ‘at the Treasury, his man- 
ner of living underwent o change, 
presumably as a result of being 
flush with moneys—~aggregating 
$15,300 between December, 1926

At Local Tea Dances 


He went.in for dancing. If not 
actually one of the Chinese “lounge 
lizards” who were ‘prominent’ at 
that time, he was often seen at 
tea-dances in local hotels, in the 
company’ of two or, three ladies, 
one of whom is not Chinese. 

Other than going, about with 
ladies, Carvalho Yeo did nothing 
to ‘make himself ‘conspicuous.

Wear to Canton

Hardly Interested 


’ Sufictent of his character could| 


be seen during the trial where his 
demeanour was that of one hardly 
interested in the proceedings, excapt 
when Mr. Mooaa entered the wil- 
ness-box. 

He was not convicted of forgery 
of the three cheques. On each 
count of uttering a forged cheque 
he was sentenced to ten yeara’ hard 
labour, the maximum being fourteen 
years, He {1s to serve the three 
sentences concurrently, that is, at 
the same time, or ,nominally, ten 
years In all. The word “nominally” 
is used because prisoners with good 
conduct can be given remissions of 
three months in each year.

" SEIZURE UNDER. DISTRESS & 
BANKRUPTCY: ’ 


CHIEF JUSTICE’S RULING 


That a seigure under a distress 
‘warrant {3; not an execution 
against a debtor in proceedings 
in the Court was the ruling given 
by his Honour the Chief. Justice 

- (Sir Henry Gollan, C.B.E., K.C.). fn 
the Supreme Court this morning: 
sitting in bankruptcy jurisdiction. 

His Lordship. found that’ the 
creditor, petitioning for a recelv- 

, ing order had failed to establish 
“the act of bankruptcy” or another 
- 4act” also alleged (referred to be- 
low) and he therefore dismissed 
the petition. 

The ‘point was resyrved on Jan. 
83 on It being raised: by Mr. G. S. 
Hugh Jones, who appeared on Jan. 
3 for Wong Lam, manager of the 
Tong Lee firm, No. 17 stall, Cen- 
tral Market, creditors for $877.41. 
(His Lordship announced that the 
debt had-been proved to his satis- 
faction.) _ 

Debtors were the Lee Cheong 
Loong firm, No. 55, Praya East, 
with branches. at No, 2, Tai Hong- 
street, Soiwanho, and No, 1, Enst- 
street, Quarry Bay. : 

Home & Local Law 

There were two acts of bank- 
ruptcy alleged:—(1), that the 
managing partner of the debjor 
firm had, with intent to défeat the 
creditors of the debtors, abscond- 

t ed: from the Colony nnd (2), that 

: the goods and furniture of the 
place of business of the debtors 
at No, 2, Tai Hong-street, Safwan- 
ho, have been sold ‘under ‘distress’ 
warrant. 

The firat act of bankruptcy 
above statod was not made out to 
my satisfaction, said his Lordship, 
but it was argued that the second 
act of bankruptey was within sec- 
tion 8 (e) of the Bankruptcy Or- 
dinance, 1891, which is in the fol- 
lowing terms: |. “If execution 
agninst ‘him in proceedings in the 
court has been levied by seizure of 
his goods, nnd the goods have been 
sold or held by the bailiff of the 
court. for twenty-one days.” 

It was admitted that sale under 


_ & distress warrant would not fall 


under the corresponding. provi- 
sions of section 1 (¢) of the Bank-. 
ruptcy Act, 1914, but, as was 
pointed out, these provisions are in 
terms Hmited to seizure “under 
process in an action in any court 
or in any civil proceeding in the 
High Court,” which is not the case 
‘in the local ordinance; and, fur- 
thermore, that the procedure jn 
distreas {s altogether different in 
England from that which prevails 
fn the Colony, 
“Distress” a “Proceeding” 

In Hong Kong a distress can, 
under ordinance No, 1, of 1883, 

. only. be levied under a warrant 
directed to issue by the Supreme 
Court in its summary jurisdiction, 
It must be executed by a bailiff of 
-the court or officer acting. under 
the ordinance, and. all fees pay- 
-able for carrying out a distress 
are to be paid into the general re- 

. venue. i : 

It is clear, therefore, that a dis- 

tress ‘here ja in the nature of ao 

* judicial. proceeding inasmuch as 
‘the warrant can only .be issued by 
the court and seizure and aale 
carried out by its officers; and |: 
might be held to be a “proceed- 
-ing in the court” within section 9 
(e). of the Bankruptcy Ordinance, 
1891, if, these words stood by them- 
selves. | 

But can a distress sbe said to 
be an execution in proceedings in 
the court, having regard to the 
provisions: of Ordinance, No, 1 of. 
1883? In .Wharton's “Law Lexi- 
con" the definition of execution Is 
“the last: stage of a suit whereby 
possession ia obtained by -‘any- 
thing recovered by a judgment” 

- and I-do,not see how the pror- 
cedure to obtain a warrant of ‘dis- 
‘tress can be held to be a suit or 
the whrrant itself to be a judg- 
‘ment: 

The terms of section 82 of Or- |. 
dinance No. 1: of 1883 also seem 
to draw a clear distinttion between: 

. seizure under. a distress warant, 
‘and selzure‘under “any. writ 0 
warrant of the Supreme Court; 
for In,that section the term “execu- 
‘tion eredior” is ‘confined ° tothe 
_ Person. who is entitled.‘to property
